PRESIDENT ROOSEYELT’S PROPOSED HUNTING TRIP 


In the upper left is shown pictures

WASHINGTON. D. C., July IO — 
Theodore Roosevelt is actively plan­ 
ning his campaign against the lions, 
hippopotamus, 
antelope, 
leopards 
and other big game in Africa. 
At 
the present time no definite infor­ 
mation can be gained from the White 
house as to his line of travel, but 


it is generally known that this course 
will take him on the east side of 
Africa about as outlined in the map 
above. 
Roosevelt and his son, Ker­ 
mit, will enter Africa at Cairo about 
the 1st of JffTril. 
At Cairo they will 
get their supplies and will be met by 
guides, who will conduct the party 
on the trip. 
From Cairo they will 
proceed up the Nile, or to take it lit­ 
erally, down the Nile, for the Nile 
flow’s toward the interior, through 
British Egyptian Soudan to a point 
somewhere near Sobat. 
From there 
the party will take the Sobat river 
into Abyssinia and traverse a coun­ 
try very little knowm to white men. 
It is thought that the trip will lead 


through British East Africa, proba­ 
bly by way of Rudolf lake and the 
Keiro river to Lake Victoria Nyanza, 
which is the largest single body of 
fresh water in the world. Journeying 
south they will pass through Lake 
Tanganyika and Lake Nyanssa, with 
side journeys into British East Afri­ 
ca and German East Africa. 
From 
Lake Nyanssa they will continue to 
Mozambique channel, between Mada­ 
gascar ana East Africa, along the 
Zambezi 
river. 
One of the 
most 
beautiful places along the route is 
Lugard’s Falls, in British East Af­ 
rica. 
This is named after Explorer 
Lugard. who was the first white man 
to traverse this region. 
The entire 
journey will caver a distance of be­ 
tween 
3,000 and 
4.000 miles, 
by 
boat and on foot, through a country 
little traveled. 
No supplies of any 
nature will 
be 
purchased 
before 
Cairo is reached except arms and 
ammunition. 
President Roosevelt is devoting 
much time and attention to the study 
of this part of the world and is call­ 
ing to his aid men who have travel­ 
ed through this district. Congress­ 
man W. VV. Cocks, who recently re­ 
turned from a trip up the Nile, call­ 
ed on the president a short time ago 
and gave him many points of advice 
which would he to his advantage. 
Press men and photographers are to 
be tabooed, as well as any unneces­ 
sary attempt at luxury. 
The presi­ 
dent goes into this trip as an ex­ 
plorer and traveler.
